School Fair Meeting 


At a meeting of teachers and parents 
interested in the School Fair, held 
Wednesday evening in the High 
School, there were no seats left, and 
an interesting discussion of the merits 
of carrying on took place. There 
seemed to be no evidence that anyone 
thought of dropping the Fair, and a 
motion was made to organize commit- 
tees to carry on and to redraft the 
prize list for the ensuing year. The 
full group comprises Misses M. Smith, 
M. G. Gordon, J. Barbor, J. Smith, E. M 
Schofield, M. D. Robertson, R. Mac- 
Lachlan, andMessrs. I. MacKenzie. 
J. Crellin, S. H. Crowther, N. P. Bragg, 
P. E. Sarsons, J. Harwood, A. Peter 
son and a clearing committee of W. 
Hartell, N. P. Bragg, Art Hay and S. H 
Crowther. 

The committees were asked to have 
their lists completed as soon as might 
be in order that the teachers might 
get their work under way forthwith. 

Present at the meeting was Mr. 
Whitbread, Provincial agronomist who 
outlined for group the steps in the or- 
ganization and the carrying on of a 
calf club, and also of grain clubs and 
lesser information regarding poultry. 
Hither a calf club or grain club might 
easily be incorporated into the work 
of the school fair, and could function 
as a part of it, or quite individuallv. 

The calf club, he explained, is a six 
months project, and means starting in 
the fall with a young calf, and feeding 
it throughout the winter. Generally, 
the buyers are present at the judging 
in early June, and the juniors of the 
club have an opportunity to turn their 
animal over on the spot. No effort is 
made, he said, to encourage fancy 
stock, as theidea is more to show what 
can be done in the commercial field 
After all, said Mr. Whitbread, this is 


where the junior expects to make his 
living. 

Four other calf clubs are organiz- 
ing this fall, he stated. . 

The indications here seem to be 
favorable, he said,—the juniors now 
are the uncertain question. They 
would all have to be interviewed and 
visited peroidically. It helps a lot, 
he felt, when the junior sees that an 
adult is taking some interest in his 
animal, and it also helps to keep him 
acquainted with how some of the other 
competitors are progressing, all of 
which maintains enthusiasm and helps 
reach the ul*imate aim. 

About twenty members would be re- 
quired sn order to organize. . 

Ir connection with the livestock ex- 
hibits at the school fair next year, 
there was a suggestion that better 
yens fo rthe oultry might go far tp im- 
prove matters for the exhibitor, for the 
fudge and for the spectator. The 
etated that guaranteed the same res- 
ponse as had been received this year, 
he would undertake to see that there 
were suitable and sufficient pens. 

Another question raised was whe 
ther or not it might be in the best 
point of education to see that the 
children who were relatively close to 
Calgary should get in to the stock 
shows there at least once a year, in or- 
der that they might iearn more of the 
proper way of handlin gand exhib- 
iting stock. This suggestion was en- 
thusiastically endorsed, though it was 
pointed out that the only power to 
grant such a holday lay in the hands of 
the various school boards. 

A committee was appointed also to 
look into the possibilities of reviving 
the oratorical contest, and consists of 
Miss Robertson, Mr. Bragg, and Mr. 
Crellin. ‘

South America Favors Democracies— 


A very encouraging report of Can- 
ada’s relations with South American 
countries was given by minister of 
trade and commerce, MacKinnon 
when he returned with other members 
of his trade mission from their South- 
ern tour. What was particularly cheer- 
ful news, in view of sometimes dis- 
turbing accounts of Nazi infiltration, 
was that he found the “overwhelm- 
ing” sentiment of South American 
people in favor of the democracies in 
the world struggle. There had been a 
great change in sentiment in the past 
three months. The minister brought 
word of the signing of trade treaties 
under “most favored nation” terms 
Argentina, Chile and Ec- 


exchange restrictions which had been 


in force: against Canada in some of 
the Southern countries. With ship 
ping troubles and other dislocation 


caused by the war there wasn’t much 
hope for great results from the Trade 
treaties until the end of the war, but 
the basis was laid for post-war com- 
mercial relations. 


Wartime Control Board— 
The Wartime Prices and 

Board is marching straight forward 

with its plan to put the new price con- | 


| trol system into operation on Novem- 


ber 17th. This has been described as 
the “greatest task ever placed on a 
Canadian government board,” and few 
could be found to question that state- 
ment. The appointment of E. G. Bur- 
ton of Toronto as Adminitrator of Re-, 
tail Trade is the first of a series of 
appointments under the plan. It will 
be a complicated machinery, as the 
prime minister said when he outlined 
the blanket control, but the exper- 
ience of the board and the character 
of its personnel assure the Canadian 
people that the program will be car- 
ried out with foresight and steadfast- 
ness.. 

At the time of writing the announce- 
mnt is awaited of the personel of the 
National War Labor Board, which will 
administer the new wage control sys- 
tem. The duties of this board and the 
five regional Jabor boards which will 
assist it, were outlined by the minister 
of labor in a press interview and a 
broadcast, The plan differs little from 
the policy which the labor depart- 
ment attempted to put into effect by 
persuasion. Now it has become manda- 
tory. It is a necessary part of the 
control system, and its success like 
that of price control depends on the 
cooperation of the Canadian people. 


As the prime minister said recent- ; 


ly this is true of the whole war effort. | 
It can only be as big “as the amount 
of cooperation put into it by the peo- 
ple of Canada.” 

The most vital perhaps of all ques- 
tions which will be discussed in parl- 
lament will be how to make the most 
effective use of the man and woman 
power of Canada. It is the persistent 
and pressing problem. Its existence 
implies no criticism of the wonderful 
effort that Canada has been making, 
but it does imply the immediate re- 
cognition by all Canadians that this 
is a war which demands the utmost 
in sacrifice and effort of every citizen.

| An electric fence unit can be made| 
from a Model T. Ford coil to operate| 
temporary fence lines on the farm, 
These units are easily made, inexpen- 
sive, and are operated from a six volt 
car battery or a six wolt dry cell. 

The home-made electric fence unit 
constructed at the Central Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa, consists of a 
coil, a light strap iron standard and a 
swinging bar to make and break the 
electric circuit. The standard is made 
of 1-8 inch strap iron, 1s mounted on 
the posts of the coil which ordinarily 
hold the brass vibrator cover plate, 
and extends above the coil to support 
a swinging bar or contact pendulum, 
This unit on a six volt battery will 
operate one to five miles of fence.. 

Electric fence units must for the 
sake of safety be operated from bat- 
teries. Never attempt to operate a 
fence unit from a 110 volt or 32 volt 
line as such a unit is very dangerous. 
A six volt car battery will operate al- 
most any type of fence unit for more 
than eight weeks, but charging of the 
battery is recommended at 60 day in- 
tervals.

LETTER FROM HAROLD FREEMAN 

Harold Freeman in a recent letter 
tells how things go in the land of the 
“Blitz”. “We are moving quite often 
now, so I don’t get time to be bored 
with one place before we are off to 
another. Various manouevers, squad 
drill and first aid training let alone 
gas drill, aircraft recognition, lect- 
ures, sports, etc. fill our time pretty 
well. I forgot to mention that we go 
for a 20 mile route march two days a 
week. T am getting fairly well ac- 
quainted with southern England up to 
as far as Leicester. I have been to 
Brighton, Cardiff, Bristol, all along 
the coast let alone numerous of the 
smaller seaside resorts. 

Have been up to Leiceister two or 
three times on leave but never got up 
as far as Scotland yet. I was going to 
tell you about the food but I expect 
you know more about army food than 
I do. However we are not starved but 
sadly lacking in variety. Our main 
vegetable seems to be cabbage and 
just boiled in water. You can grow 
very tired of it. I can hardly look a 
cabbage in the face anymore. The 
rest of our food is wholesome but due 
to the salt rationing, etc., is very 
tasteless. Usually if we are not broke 
we jump on a bus and go to a cafe

taken over large country houses, 
some of them miniature palaces. We 
still sleep on our. straw __siopailaises 
though on the floor. Myself, I have 
bought a rubber air matress which is 
not quite so hard on my bones. You 
see I am still no fatter than I was. I 
am sure these English people must be 
cold blooded as fish because the hous- 
es would take a fortune to heat. We 
are having mists every day now up to 
about noon when it clears up and us- 
ually turns quite warm and sunshiny. 

Air raids are scarce. Have only 
heard the siren once in three or four 
months and then we didn’t have any 
action.

Some Salient Facts 
Regarding The Oil 
Situation In Canada 


By E. F. Lambert, Public Relations 
Representative of the Oil Controller 
For Canada 


Canadians, now in the third year of 
war, are just beginning to feel the 
economic pinch that Britons overseas 
have had to endure long since. 

The SOS signals of sinking oil 
steamers at last are echoing signifi- 
cantly in Canada. Also, we are realiz- 
ing there are reasons other than the 
well authenticated threat of an oil 
shortage, why we should do with less 
and less supplies of motor gasoline. 

It may surprise Canadian motorists 
to hear that this nation leads the 
world in the average mileage achieved 
by motor cars. Second place for 1940 
is taken by the United States with an 
average of 7,800 miles per car. Can- 
ada’s figure is 9,949 miles per car. 

Viewed as an integral part of the 
whole economic picture in Canada, it 
can be readily understood that, apart 
from any existing war priority re- 
quirements for oil and its products, 
motor gasoline must be regarded more 
and more in the light of a commodity 
to be purchased sparingly, as other 
commoodities must be, in order that 
this nation may be geared for’ the 
maximum effort required to win the 
war, 

Priorities having been mentioned, it 
is significant to note that on October 
9th, 1941, the Oil Controller for Can- 
ada, in the course oof a public address 
announced a priorities list for crude 
oil and certain of its products. 

In the order of their importance, 
Canada must have— 

1—Crude Oil (Vital raw material). 

2—Aviation Gasoline (First run of 

the crude). 

8—Light and Heavy Fuel Oils. 

4—Motor Gasoline.

A discussion followed, and it 
was moved that permission be grant- 
ed to place two of them on Main St., 
one outside the Post Office, where 
there is generally a large accumula- ' 
tion of rubbish, and the second to be , 
placed on the opposite side of the 
street, in a similar position. A satis- 
factory arrangement for the collec- 
tion of garbage in apparently  diffi- 
cult situations was arranged for, and 
the Council hopes that the garbage 
situation is now rather well in hand. 

Following a complaint concerning 
bicycles on the sidewalks, the Council 
decided to take steps to eliminate the 
trouble, and is trying to secure some 
definite commitment. 

Since there has been no opportunity 
to impound livestock running at large 
owing to teh lack of a pound, Council 
inquired into the situation, and will re- 
port at a later date, 

Taking a poll on the roadwork done 
recently ,the consensue of opinions 
seems to be that the work is well done 
and well worth doing. 

The pump at the Town Hall was re- 
ported in rather poor repair, and the 
handyman was delegated to look into 
the matter on some day when work 
outside is impractical.
